In  a statement  Thursday,  Inter- 
Organizational  Council  President 
Gordon  Walker  gave  reasons  for 
the  irregular  procedure  in  booting 
the  Collegiate  Athletic  Associa- 
tion off  campus. 

“I  felt  it  was  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  everyone  concerned  to 
have  Bob  Baird  order  the  CAA 
to  disband.”  explained  Walker. 

The  question  had  been  raised 
as  to  why  IOC  Adviser  Baird  and 
not  the  IOC  itself  had  given  the 
order. 

PRESSURE 

There  was  much  administration 
pressure  to  “suspend  individual 
CAA  members,”  as  well  as  dis- 
band the  club,  said  Walker.  To 
resist  this  outside  pressure,  Walk- 
er authorized  Baird  to  take  the 
action  kicking  the  CAA  off  cam- 
pus. A decision  coming  from  the 
IOC  Adviser  would  have  more 
force  than  one  coming  from  the 
Council  alone.  Walker  felt.  The 
IOC  is  composed  solely  of  stu- 
dents.

NORTH  VIETNAM  SENDS  PEACE  FEELER 

SAIGON  (UPI) — Diplomatic  sources  said  Thursday 
North  Vietnam  told  Indonesia  early  last  month  Hanoi  would 
“promptly  enter  into  peace  talks  with  the  United  States 
after  an  unconditional  bombing  cessation.” 

These  sources  said  Hanoi  stressed  the  bombing  as  the 
main  obstacle  to  negotiations.  Other  sources  said  North  Viet- 
nam linked  a bombing  halt  and  an  end  to  “all  other  acts  of 
war”  by  the  United  States. 

’67  WAR  CASUALTIES  HIGHEST  YET 

SAIGON  (UPI) — The  U.S.  command  issued  a casualty 
report  Thursday  showing  1967  was  the  bloodiest  year  of  the

wounded  last  year  against  North  Vietnamese  and  Viet  Cong 
losses  of  87,534  killed. 

PRICE  OF  GOLD  DROPS  AGAIN

third  successive  day  in  the  London  market  Wednesday  but 
tliere  was  no  big  selloff. 

Gold  now 
has  nosedived  by  5 % cents  since  President  Johnson  launched 
his  program  to  protect  the  dollar  by  restoring  the  U.S.  bal- 
ance of  payments.
